The clreulsr of the temporary Minister of
Forelign Affnirs, though s long time coming, is
perfectly in necordamce with the best hope
which thix long-deferred docoment has ralsed
in the minds of all Intelligent persons in Burope,
and the actonl confirmation of such antioipa
tions is inilself highly satizfactory. Monsieur
de Lavalette's clrcular is an acknowledgmont of
the principle ““that everything s for the beal™
The Emperor hiad long annouuced that the
empire was pence, and, his poliey falrly con-
sidered, has nlways been counsistent with nls pro-
fessions, Hig Majesty, throagh the mouth, or
rather the pen, of Lis temporary Minister of
